Resurrection Life Unimprovable 


Christ needed to die but once. When, after he 
had died, God raised him from the dead and gave 
him his resufrection body, that work was done with 
the perfection and unimprovable completeness with 
which God always works. Had men attempted then 
to kill the body of the risen Lord, they could not 
have done it. Death no. longer was possible for 
Christ’s resurrection body. It was free from the 
power of death. When at Christ’s coming :all who, 
whether dead or living, have believed on him as 
Saviour, are given their resurrection bodies, the glori- 
ous facts that are true of our Lord’s resurrection 
body will then be true also of the glorified, incor- 
ruptible bodies of these believers. Every Christian 
knows this; but have we all realized the marvelous 
meaning of this for the present resurrection-life that 
is ours in Christ? We must, indeed, wait for “the re- 
demption of our body”; but in the meantime we are

“in the likeness of his resurrection” (Rom. 6:6), 
raised with Christ from death, unim- 


and empowered by “the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus” 
to “walk in newness of life.” This freedom from 
the power of sin is the freedom with which the Son 
sets men free (John 8: 36); it is “freedom indeed,” 
the freedom that God himself has, the freedom to 
which God himself cannot add anything in time or 
eternity, so far as our spiritual life is concerned. It 
does not preclude growth; it makes normal, unin- 
terrupted growth possible.

sonal call. We lose a great deal sometimes be- 

cause of the change from “thee” to “you” and 

very often we listen to messages given in our churches 

as addressed to “you,” the congregation in general. 

This message from the Master.is for “thee,” just as 

—— as it was for Mary at the time of Lazarus’ 
eath, 

In a real sense God’s problem has always been with 
the leaders. A great historian wrote that all that 
was left of the Christian Church in the eighteenth 
century were the funeral rites. So dead and cold 
had professing Christians become that they said it 
was hardly possible to find ahy true faith in England, 
—the great mass of the people going after the 
pleasures of the world, and those who did come to 
the houses of worship coming in a formal way, not 
being touched by the Spirit of God. “Oh, if God 
would only touch the hearts of the indifferent ones!” 
must have been the heart cry of earnest Christians. 
But I think that at that time God was not first of all 
concerned. about those indifferent ones, but was look- 
ing down on a few of the most earnest men in Eng- 
land, the men whose hearts were hungry for God, 
the men who, at any cost, wanted to go the whole 
way with God. And as he looked down on John 
Wesley, Charles Wesley, Whitefield, and others, I 
believe that on’ God’s heart was this thought, “If I 
can only get them to go the whole way with me! 
If I can only get those men to the place where I 
want them to be!” God did get them in a great meas- 
ure where he wanted them to be, and you know how 
he poured out the révival fires all over England, and 
the fire caught all over the world.

call” of Christ suggests that he is calling to us to 
do something for him; but his call to-day is a 
call for us to receive something from him. 

is a great deal more-concerned that we should re- 
ceive from Jesus Christ what he has for us, than 
he is that we should do things for the Lord Jesus 
Christ. For if he can just get us to receive what 
he has for us, he will take care of what we do for 
him, or rather what he does through us. 

What is this resurrection life? It is remarkable that 
out of the twenty-five times the Apostle Paul men- 
tions the resurrection, twenty-four times he con- 
nects the resurrection directly or indirectly with the 
present life of believers. If we want to find what 
the resurrection life means, I know of no better way 
than to look at the lives of those early disciples, and 
compare what they had after they received the res- 
urrection life with what they were before the ascen- 
sion of the Lord Jesus and the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit. 

As we read the book of Acts, one of the words 
that keeps coming to our minds, whether the word 
is there in the book or not, is “joy.” Their life 
was a life of joy. The resurrection life is a life of 
joy, abiding, unbroken joy, the kind of joy that has 
a heart full of praise. t midnight, in the prison, 
with feet bound in the stocks, and with the blood 


,running down the back from the stripes that have 


been laid on, the two disciples of the Lord sing. 
The resurrection life is a life of the peace of God 
that passeth all understanding. We may be sure that 
when Paul said “the peace of God... shall guard your 
hearts and your thoughts in Christ Jesus,” he was 
speaking nét only out of the knowledge of the grace 
of Christ; he was speaking out of a personal expe- 
rience of that peace that passeth all undertstanding.

Another word that goes all through the Acts of 
the Apostles is the word “boldness.” The disciples 
had boldness before men, and they had boldness be- 
fore God. They came to the throne of grace with 
boldness in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
they gave their testimony with all boldness. Those 
timid, shrinking, cowardly disciples were changed 
into the most courageous men that have ever lived, 
men who defied the two greatest human powers on 
earth at that time,— the religious power represented 
in the Jewish rulership, and the great military power 
represented in Rome, 

A fourth mark of resurrection power in the lives 
of these disciples was this: they worked miracles in 
the name of the Lord. 

At a conference not long ago, a Christian woman 
came to me and said that she was in a little prayer- 
meeting where the leader, a missionary, read this 
verse in the fourteenth chapter of John: “He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do, also; 
and greater works than these shall he do; because 
I go to the Father.” After reading the verse the 
missionary looked around on that group of earnest 
Christian women, and asked, “Where are your 
‘greater works’? Greater works than the Lord Jesus 
worked in the days of his flesh,— where are they?” 
As those words sank down into the ears and the 
hearts of those Christian women, this woman said 
she was convicted for the first time in her life of 
the awful sin of unbelief. 

Those early disciples did accomplish miracles in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and they did not accom- 
plish those miracles because they were apostles, they 
did not accomplish those miracles begause they were 
great scholars; they accomplished those miracles, 
our Lord Jesus Christ said, “because I,” mark it, not 
because of what they were, not because of what they 
did,— but “because I go to the Father.” You re- 
member that if Jesus had not gone to the Father he 
could not have poured out the Holy Spirit; but he 
went to the Father, he poured out the Holy Spirit, 
and those disciples had resurrection life. That is 
why, not the disciples, but the Lord Jesus dwelling 
in them, was able to do these greater works than 
he was able to do in the days of his flesh. 

These disciples had supernatural victory over sin. 
The apostles taught as the birthright of Christians, 
complete, supernatural victory over sin; and if we 
learn their secret of complete victory over sin we 
shall also know the secret of joy, and peace, and 
boldness, and power, for at the heart of the whole 
problem is the sin question. 

At the close of a week’s meetings on the Victorious 
Life in a small college a student came to me for an 
interview. He told me frankly that some of his 
friends thought he would enjoy having a talk, and 
that was why he came. Then he said something like 
this: “At these Y. M. C. A. conférences, and other 
coilege conventions, they always invite the students 
to come and talk with the leaders about their prob- 
lems. But I haven’t any problems.” That did not 
seem a very promising start for the interview. 
This student was an earnest, true Christian, trust- 
ing the Lord Jesus Christ for salvation. 
ae you have complete victory over sin?” I asked 
1m. 

“Well, that depends on what you mean by ‘sin.’ 

“Do you ever get angry at people? Do you ever 
have angry thoughts in your hearts?” 

ag do you mean, get ‘peeved’ at people?” 

“Yes. 

“Why, sure I do,” he said. 

“And do you ever worry about things?” 

“Worry about things? I should say I do; every- 
body does,” he answered. 

“Do you ever have impure thoughts in your heart?” 

He was honest and said, “Yes, I do.” 

I asked him two or three other questions that went to 
the root of those subtle sins of jealousy, pride, irrita- 
tation, impatience. And my friend went down at 
every count. Then I said, “Those things are sins, 
aren't they?” 

“Yes, I suppose they are,” he admitted. 

“Those are the things that put the Lord Jesus 
Christ on the cross, and you tell me that you have 
all of those things in your life, and yet you say you 
have no problem?” 

We knelt together in prayer, and as we came be- 
fore the Lord he learned that he did have a prob- 
lem, and he learned what God wants us to learn at 
this conference, that the prc >.fem of alf problems is 
the sin problem. And if we as Christians have in 
our lives these “common sins,” as we call them, and 
our hearts are not broken because those things that 
put the Lord Jesus Christ on the cross are there, we 
are not likely to find the secret of victory. 

_ Notice with me in the second place that not only 
is the Master here to give thee resurrection life, but 
he-is here to give thee resurrection life now. 

You remember when Jesus came to Martha that 
Martha said, “Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died” (and we can understand the 
heart cry of Martha as she said it). “And even now 
I know that whatsoever thou shalt ask -of God, God 
will give thee.” She expected that Jesus would bring 
comfort to their orrowing hearts. and she was not 
prepared for what he answered: “Thy brother shall 
rise again.” Martha said, “ I know that he shall rise

again in the resurrection at the last day.” And what 
said the Lord to her? “J am the resurrection, and 
the life.” 

I suppose all of our hearts are looking forward 
to that wonderful day when the Lord Jesus Christ 
shall come, and when we shall get the bodies of our 
resurrection glory; but sometimes in looking forward 
to that glorious day, do we not forget that to-day, 
as he has given us the earnest of the Spirit, the 
earnest of that great day to come, do We not forget 
that the Lord of resurrection life is here now, and 
that he wants to give us that life now? It was too 
good to be true, Martha thought, and Mary too, 
that the one @reat desire of their hearts should be 
granted. But that is what.the Lord said, and what 
he is saying to us to-day. Satan’s great word in talk- 
ing to us about the Victorious Life, and about all 
the blessings that our hearts are craving, is 
“not now, but later”; he tells us that we must never 
expect complete victory over sin until we get our 
resurrection bodies. Perhaps many of us, when we 
get those glorious bodies, and when we look back 
on the pathway of life over which we have come, 
in imagination will see ourselves walking along a 
desert road; and just alongside of this desert road 
are wonderful green pastures, and still waters, — 
and paths of sorrow, too, but the Lord Jesus Christ 
is there in the path. As we see that desert road along 
which we have come,-we see that with just one step 
we might have stepped over into the abundant life 
of gseen pastures and still waters, that we might have 
had this life’ of peace, and joy, and power, and vic- 
tory. And we shall exclaim, “Oh, I never knew that 
I could have those wonderful riches down there.” 

Now, who is entitled to this resurrection life? 
What are the conditions for receiving it? What 
were the conditions in that Bethany home? There 
was just one qualification. There was death in that 
home, and the Lord of Resurrection Life came to 
give life. The only qualification for the resur- 
rection life is the letting go of the self life. We 
call it “surrender.” Just tell the Lord Jesus Christ 
that all you are, and all you have, are his, and you 
surrender yourself for crucifixion death. Because 
without crucifixion death there cannot be resurrec- 
tion life. 

Every one of us who is trusting the Lord Jesus 
Christ for salvation has been crucified with Christ. 
Nineteen hundred years ago when he died, we died; 
when he was buried we were buried; when he arose 
we arose; and when he ascended to heavenly places, 
we ascended with him. This is the position and the 
privilege of every Christian. But alas, not every 
Christian is enjoying the fruits of this in experi- 
ence. That is what the Master wants to give, the 
actual experience of this resurrection life; and be- 
fore it can be our actual experience, the crucifixion 
death must be an actual experience. We can make 
it so by surrender. 

What was the final word of the Master to his dear 
friends in the Bethany home before he worked the 
resurrection miracle? Dr. Howard Agnew Johnston 
in that striking message on the meaning of faith 
which he brought at the 1916 Conference, told us 
how Christ tried to build up the faith of the needy 
ones so that he might create an “atmosphere of 
spiritual power” in which he could work miracles. 
So in this case, Dr. Johnston suggested, Jesus was 
trying to teach Mary and Martha to expect that mir- 
acle of resurrection. You remember when he came 
to the grave and told them to roll away the stone. 
Martha said, “Lord, by this time the body decayeth,” 
and the Lord Jesus turned, and probably in a tone 
of gentle rebuke, said, “Said I not unto thee, that, 
if thou believedst, thou shouldest see the glory of 
God?” Dr. Johnston told us that he believed the 
Lord Jesus was trying to build up the faith of Mar- 
tha. I have wondered if Mary, that Mary who sat 
at the feet of Jesus, was not expecting that miracle; 
did not Mary, who did not tell the Lord not to roll 
away the stone, have in her heart at least a great 
hope and expectation? And the Lord Jesus took hold 
of that faint faith that was just beginning to stretch 
out to him, and linking it with his own mighty faith, 
he spoke the word of power. 

This, then, is the final word in the matter of ac- 
ne the resurrection life of the Lord Jesus: Be- 
1eve. 

The Master is here and calleth for thee, to give 
thee resurrection life, to give it to thee now, to give 
it to thee if all of self is yielded. And after we have 
yielded everything to him, what shall we do? Shall 
we wait to see whether we shall have resurrection 
life? That is what Satan wants us to do, because, 
as Mr. McConkey has said, the world’s motto is, 
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“Seeing is believing.” But, as Mr. McConkey puts 
it, “Faith says, ‘Believing is seeing.’” 

“Said I not unto thee, that, if thou believedst, thou 
shouldest See?” Shall we accept his gift of resurrec- 
tion lifé? The Master isnot here to scold you. The 
Master is not here to ask you to do a hard and diff- 
cult thing. The Master is here to give thee resur- 
rection life. ‘ 

It may seem too good to be true, as it seemed to 
Martha and Mary too good to be true that that 
supreme desire, the life of their brother, should be 
granted to them; it may seem too good to be true 
that that thing your heart has been. longing for for 
years, is what Jesus waits to give you. But that is 
just like the Master—to do things that are “too 
good to be true.” Just believe his Word; and as 
you believe, he is working now his. miracle of res- 
urrection life in you.

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Head ‘or Heart Religion — Which? 


What is the difference between head religion and 
heart religion? I believe there is much need of hav- 
ing this made plain—A Washington State Reader. 


No difference! If a man has “religion,” or, better, 
if religion has him—the religion that James was 
talking about, “pure and undefiled religion” (James 
1:27) —then it has both his head and his heart. 
The Shekinah glory filled the whole house of the 
Lord (1 Kings 8:11). The unrestrained Spirit of 
God fills the whole temple of our bodies (1 Cor. 
6:19), dome as well as center, head as well as heart 
(Eph. 3:19; 4:13). ; 

There may be a false religion of both the head 
and heart. Every man has either a true or a false 
religion. The unregenerate heart (Jer. 17:9; Matt. 
15:19) is worshiping gold or power or pleasure or 
self or other idols. That is the idolater’s heart wor- 
ship, and the reason he holds it is because of “having 
the understanding darkened,” and the heart blinded 
(Eph. 4: 18). 

We tend too much to look upon religion as a mere 
system of theology. Paul gives the wonderful secret 
of true religion when he says, “Put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteousness and 
true holiness” (Eph. 4:24). And the apostle recog- 
nizes the needful co-operation between head and heart 
in putting on this new man when he says, “Be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind” (Eph. 4:23). 
The “new man” is our Lord, Christ, “formed” in 
the believer (Gal. 2:20; 4:19; Col. 1:27). True 
religion is a Person, whose “mind” we have as, yield- 
ing and trusting, we work out what he works in us 
(Phil. 2:5; 1:6, 12, 13; James 1: 26, 27).

Common Mistakes about Death 
and the Resurrection — 


One of the most interesting and personally 
profitable duties of the Editor of The Sunday School 
Times ‘is the reading of manuscripts that are sub- 
mitted by readers for the Illustration Round-Table. 
He is constantly inipressed with the indefatigable in- 
dustry of readers in collecting illustrations from 
widely varied sources; and the wonderful appropri- 
ateness of many of such illustrations often makes 
the final selection of half a dozen an exceedingly dif- 
ficult task. 

From time to time illustrations are sent which, 
while in themselves admirable incidents, are not 
wholly in keeping with the real point of the Scripture 
that is under consideration. 

For example, in the case of the present Easter 
Lesson, illustrations of both sorts have been received 
by The Sunday School Times. And the Editor has 
thought it might be profitable to the readers in general 
if a few of the illustrations that point away from, 
rather than toward, certain Scripture truths, should 
be published here, and briefly discussed, as a side- 
light on the resurrection lesson. 

“He is risen irom the dead” (v. 7). G. F. Watts, R.A., 
once remarked: “My favorite thought. recognizes death as 
the kind nurse who says, ‘Now then, children, you must 
go to bed and wake up in the morning.’ ” 








“He is risen, even as he said” (v. 6). Archbishop Laud 
sdid in his last prayer before his execution: “What is death 
but a little mist, a little vapor? Lord, I am coming as 
fast as I can.”

nel of London traffic near Charing Cross Sta- 
tion, — tired men and women with sober faces; 
soldiers strolling aimlessly; motor-buses crowded 
inside and out; war-service motors of every sort; 
and now and then a soldier wearing a trench cap 
with a little tassel bobbing at the front of it. q 

A soldier with the tasseled trench cap worked his 
way out of the crowd, turned down quiet little 
Buckingham Street, entered a doorway a few ome 
from. the Strand, and mounted a winding stair. He 
did not knock on the door at the head of the stairs, 
but because the door had an invitation on it he 
stepped within. 

He found himself in a cheerfully furnished room 
about twenty-five feet square, with large windows 
looking out upon the crowded Strand. He saw 
other soldiers of his army sitting at tables play- 
ing chess, or reading, or with the help of a kindly 
woman reading a little book, with eager, question- 
ing looks upon their faces. 

He was welcomed almost before he had crossed 
the threshold by several workers of the staff in 
charge there, and in good French, too, which he could 
understand without the least trouble. They offered 
him tea and sandwiches, conducted him to a seat, in- 
troduced him to others in the room, and soon the 
loneliness of the crowded streets had fallen away 
from this Belgian soldier on leave, and he was glad 
he had answered in this way an invitation on a card 
handed to him, with a small, strange little book, as 
he had emerged from Charing Cross Station. He 
was fresh from the trenches and there were some 
things out there he hoped he might forget for a 
little while. This cheery room, and these kindly folk 
—well, he would have something for once “tres bon” 
to write to Jeanne. 

That afternoon the little rooms beside the large 
one ceased business early. The clicking typewriters 
were silent, the kitchenette was very active, and in 
the big room the chairs were now rearranged; games 
were put away, and a stereopticon was brought in. 
The Belgians reformed their line, as it were, and 
got ready to listen, A French pastor in London was 
“about to give them a talk on the Life of Christ, illus- 
trated with pictures of places in the Holy Land. 

An American visitor in London turned out of the 
Strand, climbed the stairs, and because he, too, was a 
bit lonely, he felt a peculiar sense of gratitude and 
at-home-ness as he stepped into the welcome of that 
room and that -group of Christian workers, and 
seated himself where he could look into the faces 
of the Belgians, as the reflected light from the lan- 
tern-screen fell upon them. 

These boys looked old. They looked still older 
when the American learned their youthful ages. But 
the trenches do not make for youth. And I — for 
I was the wandering American —not yet so terribly 
old in years— could not quite realize that these 
men who might easily be my brothers in age were 
young enough to my sons. But I, too, grew 
older by years when I had seen the trenches and the 
pulverized towns and the smitten crippled humanity 
i the pitiful battle-areas of France and Flanders. 

It was all different in the Nortons’ “Foyer” on the 
Strand. As the lecturer went on the boys broke in 
agair and again with questions, comments, exclama- 
tions, — a living audience, keenly eager for the facts. 


Tt crowd was streaming along the mid-chan- 


And let me assure you that it was not in my imagi- 
nation that under the soft reflected light from the 
scenes in Jesus’ country, and at the mention of his 
name, these seasoned, tired, old-young fighting men 
seemed resolved into the kind of soldiery to whom 
Paul ministered in his waiting-days in Rome. I 
watched the play of their emotions, as their faces, 
somewhat stolid at first, disclosed now in the happy 
resting time a touch of boyish receptivity and sen- 
sitiveness that went to my cart. Do you not think 
that some stich look must have come over the faces 
of the Galilean fishermen when Jesus talked with 
them, and on the face of the soldier who guarded 
Paul, when the imprisoned apost!e told him of Jesus? 

After the lecture, and a personal talk with the 
boys, I took a long walk with a young Belgian officer 
who had been led to Christ by the Nortons’ work. 
He told me of the obstacles he had met, opposition 
at home, — yes, even contempt, — and how Christ had 
enabled him to keep on and keep up in his Christian 
life. We were jostled by the crowd as we talked, 
enveloped in the mists of that London twilight, and 
it was my great privilege to testify to the sufficiency 
of Christ to meet our every need, that soldier’s sorest 
needs, as the young Belgian Christian confided to 
me the special testings that were pressing in upon 
him, and the problems that gathered upen his way 
like November fog. 

You see, I count the Nortons among my dearest 
friends, and knew their work as seen in and from 
America. But now I was actually in the London 
zone of operations, and fellowshiping in several 
visits with their evangelized Belgians and _ the 
staff at 1 Buckingham Street,— Mr. Walters, Miss 
White, Miss Bell, and the others. And when I saw 
the sin of the streets, the throngs of soldiers coming 
out of the great terminal, saw Ralph Norton him- 
self speaking to the men on the street, saw the Foyer 
in operation, and talked with that young officer so 
intimately and freely,— well, I knew I had a clear 


- obligation to tell The Sunday School Times family 


just these simple—or miraculous? —things I had 
seen. 

But there is more to tell. I was in Paris also, long 
enough to see more than once the Foyer there —a 
part of the Nortons’ work — under the care of Pastor 
Blocher, a man of rare spirit and devotion, preach- 
ing the pure Gospel in a day and a land where the 
pure Gospel is none too easily found: His church 
is in the Rue de Lille, not far from one of the great 
railway stations. In a large street-floor room of 
a building which is at once store-space, church, 
and apartment house, I saw many French soldiers in 
from the trenches, having bread and coffee at small 
tables, or sitting in little groups around these tables 
studying their Testaments under the direction of 
volunteer helpers, or aided by Madame Riche and her 
daughter, who devote their time to this service. 

It was from Pastor Blocher that I learned much 
that strengthened convictions formed in London, and 
already reached by the Nortons and their staff. 

For one thing, France and Belgium need at once 
a Bible Institute in each country, for the training 
of Christian workers in a knowledge of the Bible, 
in colportage work and individual soul-winning, and 
in the principles and practise of work in the local 
congregations. 

There are some fifteen thousand Belgian soldiers 


, 


who are members of the Nortons’ “League of the 
Holy Scriptures.” Those little books the Belgian 
boys received in London, and at the Front, are highly 
dynamic. Sometimes they were “just a Gospel,” — 
sometimes the whole Testament; but always a heart- 
searching, life-bringing Book. And the Nortons, under 
the compulsion of the call of God, have gone over 
into Belgium now, to carry forward the extension 
of the work among Belgian communities. 

Two letters recently received, one from a Belgian 
pastor, and one from Mrs. Norton, show the great 
need there. The pastor writes: 

“T had the pleasure of meeting dear Mr. and Mrs. 
Norton in Brussels and rejoiced to hear of the won- 
derful blessings. May the Lord make them a great 
blessing to our poor unbelieving Belgium. 

“T am a missionary, depending only on the Lord 
for our substance — my wife and I and six children. 
Living here was very hard all the time during the 
war — one-half a pound of flour per head per day, 
two-fifths pounds of lard and two-fifths pounds of 
bacon from time to time, or a little rice or cereal. 
That was all during the four and one-half years. 
After the first year my wife got ill through weak- 
ness, and she went twice to the very brim of eternity. 
Fourteen months ago I lost my smallest boy through 
lack of milk and coal. I never lost courage. I went 
on laboring for the Lord. Every Lord’s day I held 
three meetings, four with a little Sunday-school. To 
do those meetings I had to walk thirty miles. I 
started about 7 A. M. in order to be at home at 9 
P. M., but the Lord has kept me still alive. I have 
had the joy of bringing, as far as I know, twenty- 
two to decide-for Christ. I baptized twenty-three 
and buried twenty-two. How little our Saviour is 
known here!” 

And Mrs. Norton writes from Brussels: 

“How can I describe to you the joy manifested by 
the members of the church of Sant Moulin (very 
near to the battlefield of Waterloo) ? When they saw 
the gifts you have sent —the laughs of the children, 
the téars of joy of aged persons, the sudden abun- 
dance in which the sisters and brothers found them- 
seives! They proved the love of God and his power 
toward his children.” 

Do you see how the circle is finding completion? 
The Belgian boys on leave in London, met by the 
Nortons and their staff; led to Christ; back to Bel- 
gium as apostles of the trenches; back to their home 
communities with those Gospels or Testaments, and 
perhaps having accepted Christ; and now their friende 
‘who opened for them a new life are over there 
among them to instruct and encourage, and evan- 
gelize, meanwhile rendering also much-needed mate- 
rial aid in that sorely stricken land. 

The mid-channels of human experience are not 
unlike the Strand, or the Belgian highways, in these 
days. What a motley of weary and cheery, of joy- 
ous and sad, of clean and unclean is the crowd! 
And moving among them such folk as Ralph and 
Edith Norton go, showing forth the life of Him 
who is their Life, and with gentle urgency drawing 
out from the crowd those who will listen, leading 
them into the glad fellowship of Him who himself 
moving among the multitude had compassion upon 
them. Shall we not in the hemeland do our part in 
this mission of our friends over there?

Spirit.” This was the answer to a ques- 
tion as to what the Victorious Life Conference stood 
for, given by a member of the team which has been 
conducting conferences in half a dozen cities follow- 
ing the idwinter Victorious Life Conference in 
Philadelphia the first week of January. 

This new series of conferences, which have been 
amazing in their results, was thrust upon the Board 
of Managers who arranged the summer conferences 
at Princeton, Cedar Lake, and Whittier, by a re- 
markable chain of circumstances. As the meetings 
have gone on in Newark, N. {, Johnstown, and 
Gloversville, N. Y., Catskill, N. Y., Hamilton, Can- 
ada, and Buffalo, N. Y., in every city there was added 
evidence that this thing. is of God and marvelous in 
our eyes. 

Increasingly urgent calls have been coming from all 
parts of the country to arrange a Victorious Life 
Conference in this city and that. But there seemed 
no way of answering the call, because workers were 
not available, and it seemed necessary to confine the 
testimony to the summer conferences planned for the 
East, the Middle West, and California. But the 
prayihg groups in many places wovld not take “No” 
for an answer, and insisted that God would not have 
put the burden on their hearts if he had not intended 
to supply the need. 


God’s Sufficiency in Leadership 


The Board continued in prayer, and then suddenly 
events came to a head during the Midwinter Con- 
ference in Philadelphia. The way opened for How- 
ward B. Dinwiddie, of New York, to give him- 
self to the work of opening up the conferences. 
Robert C. McQuilkin, who was ~scheduled_ to sail 
for Africa, was held up by the burning and sinking 
of the ship in New York harbor a few days before 
the sailing date the last-of November, and while 
awaiting further plans was available for the con- 
ference work. William R. Nesbitt, formerly Assist- 
ant Business Manager of the Missionary Review of 
the World, was asked to lead the singing at the 
Newark conference, and it was made clear that God 
was calling him to go on with the conference work, 
in charge of the music and as business manager. 
His wife, Ina France Nesbitt, well-known in relig- 
ious educational circles as a Bible teacher and leader 
of classes in prayer, was mightily used of God in 
prayer for the launching of the work when as yet 
there was no definite thought of such a possibility. 
Mrs. Nesbitt was added by the Lord to the conference 
party and has been used as leader of the prayer 
hours to make literally true the sentence quoted 
at the beginning of this article, which was her word 
to a friend who was somewhat puzzled as to just 
what the teachifg of the conferences had been. 

The Victorious Life Conferences have always had 
missions at the heart of them, and there was prayer 
for God to raise up the right missionary for the 
party. Several were asked to take part, but in each 
case the door was closed. God had a man of whom 
none of the committee had heard, the Rev. Harr 
Strachan, for seventeen years missionary in Sout 
America under the Evangelical Union of South 
America, of which G, Campbell Morgan is Chair- 
man. Mr. Strachan has traveled on evangelistic 
tours in most of the republics of South America, and 
he has a vision for spreading the message of svic- 
tory in Christ among the Christians in that neglected 
continent. The Rev. O. R. Palmer, Home Director 
of the Africa Inland Mission and teacher in the 
Philadelphia School of the Bible, and the Rev. Wal- 
ter Russell, Bible teacher and evangelist, of To- 
ronto, have also taken part in several of the con- 
ferences. 

With His remarkable provision of workers, several 
of whom gave themselves to the service without 
remuneration from the Board, sGod laid it upon the 
heart of one who had been greatly blessed’ in the 
conferences to give a sum of money for the starting 
of the extension work. At each conference oppor- 
tunity is given for a thank offering, not to pay local 
expenses but for carrying the message on. 


That Rainy Night Search for John 


“What has happened to you and Mr. D. since that 
Victorious Life Conference was here?”

She advised him to go home 
and sleep and she and her husband would pray for 
him. “No, I could not possibly sleep: I must get 
drink.” 

“No, you do as I say. Go home and go to bed and 
we will pray for you, all night if necessary.” 

John went out into the dark, rainy night, and with 
tremblin faith Mr. and Mrs. D. went up into the 
little prayer room in their home to intercede for this 
man whom they loved with a great new love put 
there by the One who had become their Life. After 
some time the fear of where John might be took hold 
of Mrs. D. and she sent her husband out into the 
rain to search for him in the saloons. He came back 
with the report that he was not to be found. Again 
they gave themselves to prayer. Until two o’clock 
they prayed, and then came the assurance that the 
prayer was answered, and they went to their rest. 
Early the next morning Mrs. D. heard a noise in 
the cellar and went down with some trembling to 
see in what condition she would find John, who was 
there as usual to fix the heater. She found him with 
a radiant face. 

“Mrs. D., the most wonderful thing has happened. 
I did what you told me to do. I went home and went 
to bed, the thirst left me completely and I dropped 
off into a sound sleep. And I woke up without the 
awful thirst.” 





At a meeting, on the invitation for Christians to rise 
who would “let go and let God,” the first one on his 
feet was the pastor of the church. At the testimony 
meeting he said, ‘‘ This conference had not been going on 
half an hour till 1 knew that my life had been filled with 
a lotigf-activity that was of self and not in the power of 
the Spirit. I have taken Christ as my victory in a full 
way that I did not know before.” 











Then and there John accepted Christ as his Saviour. 
In the days that followed his simple faith was a 
marvel to his friends. “I cannot get on in the Chris- 
tian life,” he said, “if there is a pin point comes in be- 
tween me and Christ.” 

A young married woman, popular in society and 
with gifts and opportunities for enjoying to the full 
the pleasures of the world, several months ago was 
convicted of a great need in her life by watching 
her Spirit-filled older sister, who visited her and 
lived Christ without finding it possible to talk directly 
to her loved one about the things most on her heart. 
At the close of the visit the younger sister came in 
tears and asked what it was that she did not have. 
They prayed together and the angels in heaven were 
made glad by another surrender to the mastery of 
Christ on the part of one who had had a form of 
godliness but without the power. 

As one result of that surrender the Lord used this 
young woman with another friend to pray and plan 
a Victorious Life Conference into being in her town. 
All eight. pastors united in inviting the conference 
workers and on the opening Sunday night there were 
over a thousand people present, and they were swept 
by the Spirit of God in a way not known for years in 
that tewn. ‘This young married woman was Mrs. D., 
and her husband, the young lawyer, brought under 
conviction by the first real demonstration of spirit- 
ua! iife he had come in touch with, surrendered his 
life and accepted Christ as his Lord and his suffi- 
ciency. 

Another servant in their home, a member of a 
Christian Science Church, but with no satisfaction 
and no certainty of a living God, was led to the feet 
of Him who was wounded for her transgressions and 
bruised for her iniquities. Her daughter was seri- 
ously ill and she was about to call in a Christian 


Science practitioner. With her new found faith she 


committed her daughter to the Lord and her new 
friendsin the Victorious Life Conference stood 
with her in prayer for the healing. At one of the 
weekly testimony meetings which was started as a 
result of the conferences this mother testified with 
a shining face that the Lord had raised her daughter 
up. 


The Preacher’s Son’s Amazement 


When Christians are led into victory a sure result 
is the conversion of sinners, and at all of the con- 
ferences men and women were led to Christ. On 
the closing night in one city an old man came into 
the front seat who had not been inside a church for 
twenty-eight years. The son of a minister, he had 
taken himself and his family away from the church 
because of a wrong done him, and he came that night 
into a_ Victorious Life Conference meeting feeling 
that he was past the saving grace of Christ. Utter 
amazement was written over his face when it finally 
sank into his heart that Christ really loved him and 
was ready to save him. Any one else might be saved, 
but not he. For an hour after the meeting he was 
on his knees and the intercessors prayed through with 
him till he rose a saved man. 

In another town on the morning the workers left 
a little group of the hotel workers gathered r@und to 
say good-bye. Among them was a man with a very 
black but a very radiant face, a new face he had been 
wearing since the first morning of the conference 
when he accepted Christ as his Saviour at four 
o’clock in the morning, brought under terrible con- 
viction of his need just by the presence of one of 
the conference party. His wife, an earnest Chris- 
tian, was with him in the little group on that clos- 
ing ‘day, rejoicing in her new husband. And this 
colored brother’s Christian name was John Wesley! 
Another radiant colored face was that of the bell 
boy, a lad of sixteen or seventeen, who had said that 
he reckoned the Victorious Life would be a good 
thing to have, and he accepted Christ as his Sav- 
iour. Still another happy face in the little group 
was the mother of this lad, who was a Christian 
and was so happy that her boy would now join her. in 
the church. 

“I thought I was a Christian when I came in here, 
but I have found that I did not know. what it. meant.” 
He was an earnest faced young man who had strug- 
gled through to a complete surrender at the close of 
one of the meetings. When he had said the words 
of faith that he took Christ as sufficient for his every 
need, he looked up at the new friend who was pray- 
ing with him and said, “I have a wife and three chil- 
dren and I have just five dollars in my pocket. But 
I have perfect peace.” He had come to the-city where 
the conference was held to get work, had been un- 
successful and therefore was.able to attend the meet- 
ings ; he came to all of them, morning; afternoon, and 
evening. At the testimony meeting this young man 
said that he had been an inveterate smoker, but that 
after he surrendered and took Christ as his victory 
the taste was completely removed. Not a word had 
been said to him in the meetings or personally about 
his tobacco habit. Prayer was offered that God would 
meet his financial need. Two weeks after the con- 
ference word came that he had a position with four 
men working under him, and that money had come 
to him in the most unexpected ways that carried him 
through till the first pay day arrived. Thus did he 
find that his new Friend was indeed sufficient for 
every need and able for every test. 


Old Prophets with New Visions 


More striking than the conversion of out-and-out 
sinners and nominal Christians at these meetings was 
the transformation ot the most deeply spiritual 
leaders, who in some cases were instrumental in 
opening the way for the conferences. In one*town 
the Spirit laid it on the hearts of the workers to 
pray for the godliest man and woman in the place. In 


‘the midst of the conference the four workers found 


themselves in a prayer room to which quite’ unex- 
pectedly had come one of the ministers who had heen 
a leader in the Victorious. Life teaching and the 
woman who had been responsible for the great spiré 
itual movement in the town.

she said, that the reason was she had never had a 
vision of her own sin as the holy God saw it, black 
in its abysmal depths, A new power indeed had come 
into her life, and that afternoon a great burden was 
laid upon her for the closing meeting and for the 
lost sinners who might be there. And at that clos- 
ing meeting more than a score rose to-accept Christ 
as Saviour. The second person of that town to rise 
in the testimony was the minister, in many ways 
the godliest man in the town, and he told how he 
was taking by faith a new Christ to endue him with 
new power for service. 

The conference in Hamilton revealed a deep ear- 
nestness in Canada and a hunger for the things of 
God, which many feel is due to the years of terrific 
suffering in the war. In the meetings at Hamilton 
over three hundred rose to surrender completely to 
Christ and take Him for victory, and in one meet- 
ing alone a score of children and older folks rose 
to accept Christ as Saviour. 

The prayer hours were a revelation to many of 
the presence of Christ. Ministers poured out their 
hearts to God, confessing their heart-sickness with 
mere organization and the activities of men. 
“Lord, we are even weary of our own petitions,” more 
than one minister prayed. Many were startled by a 
revelation ‘of what their unbelief had been as it was 
pointed out that usually God’s greatest obstacle to 
the conversion of friends and loved ones is our own 
unbelief. One young woman was led to accept by 
faith the salvation of her father, who all his life had 
been very far from God and living in sin; she felt 
her mouth closed at the thought of speaking to him 
about Christ. Within a week after her step of faith 
her father in a beautiful and childlike way took 
Christ, all prepared to receive her word. Another 
girl, greatly concerned over her rebellious young sis- 
ter, who refused every entreaty to accept Christ, 
took her salvation by faith as a finished’ fact in God’s 
sight. Some weeks later she announced with joy that 
her sister had accepted her Saviour and been bap- 
tized, and that nine girls in her own Sunday-school 
class had accepted Christ. 

The hungry cry of a world in need has gone up 
to Him who is concerned to meet that need with 
a yearning that we can but faintly appreciate, and 
there is no wish dearer to His heart in these days 
than a world-wide revival. That is the great answer 
to this cry of a world in need. And that is the ulti- 
mate aim of these conferences. Will you be one of 
the intercessors to bring this about? The members 
of this conference team and of the Board of Man- 
agers are just beginning dimly to glimpse the mag- 
nitude of this work and its meaning in God’s plan 
for his world. 

Beyond the possibility of the human mind to fathom, 
God has made this plan, so dear to his heart, de- 
pendent on the prayers of his people. Therefore, 
pray. Pray for these cities where the conferences 
have been held and in some of which real revival 
fires are beginning to burn. Pray for the workers, 
that they be kept in the dust at the foot of the cross 
that Christ alone may be seen and glorified in them. 
At this writing meetings are going on in Utica, New 
York, to be followed by a conference ir. Schenec- 
tady, March 25 to 30; after some futher meetings 
in Johnstown the next conference will be Jeld in 
Syracuse, from April 8 to 13; plans are being made 
for Rochester also, and seventeen pastors in the 
vicinity of Buffalo are looking for a series of brief 
conferences in these towns which got a taste of the 
meetings in Buffalo.

Peter, who is the apostle of a jubilant hope, ad- 
dresses this Epistle to the “strangers,” scattered 
here and there. It is a letter to homesick souls. Read 
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it, wanderers, absent far from home, and get the 
sweet comfort that is in it for you— The Precious- 
ness of Jesus. 

Lorn and lonesome, burdened and bound, let it 
remind you of a near, dear, personal Saviour, the 
hidden source of all riches, and let it lift you up 


-and fill you with joy, That is its purpose. 


Chapter 1. Precious Blood, Redeemed “with the 
precious blood of Christ, as 6f a lamb without blem- 
ish and without spot” (v. 19). The cross, the cross! 
O brother, pilgrim and stranger, from wherever 
you are you can see Calvary, and Jesus dying for 


you there. His precious blood is the surety of our 
es emia “It is finished.” Look to Jesus, and 
ive 


Chapter 2. Precious Rock. The living cornerstone, 
on which and in which we are builded. “Chosen of 
God, and precious” (v. 4). How much are you 
getting out of the Rock? How much are you build- 
ing on it? “Unto you therefore which believe he is 
precious” (v. 7),—in proportion as you believe. Be- 
lieve therefore, and live! 


Chapter 3. Precious Hope. “The hope that is in 
you” (v. 15). Where do you get it? When, as this 
Scripture intimates, you “sanctify the Lord God in 
your hearts.” Put Him there, and hope follows. We 
cannot @’ssociate the gift from the Giver. Having 
Him, we have all things, including the precious hope 
of His resurrection, here spoken of. 

Chapter 4. Precious Mind. “Forasmuch then as 
Christ hath suffered for us in the flesh [and pre- 
vailed, see verse just above], arm yourselves likewise 
with the same mind: for he that hath suffered [with 
Him] in the flesh hath ceased [with Him] from sin” 
(v. 1). This is far more precious than many realize 
it to be. In this “same mind” we share not only His 
sufferings but His victory. Oh, to lay hold of this 
preciousness! It lies very deep! 


Chapt r 5. Precious Crown of Glory. “Partaker 
of the glory that shall be revealed” (v. 1). Won- 
derful present portion. We have a taste of heaven 
here below, a bit of glory while we wait. “And when 
the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not away” (v. 4). Put 
it on, even now. It is yours by faith.

Charles Spurgeon’s marvelous preaching started 
here. Can we recall it? A lad still in his teens, there 
at Cambridge, he was walking out with a friend to 
a country appointment. “I hope the Lord will bless 
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you,” said his companion. “Me!” exclaimed the 
young missioner. “I never preached.” “Well, if 
you don’t preach this time, there will be no preach- 
ing,” was the reply. Straightway the young man, 
appointed of God, all unawares, to be the greatest 
preacher of his age, bowed his head; and when a 
few minutes later he stood up in the little throng at 
Teversham he pronounced the words, “Unto you 
therefore which believe he is precious” (1 Peter 2: 
7). And the glory of the Lord was there. It was 
his first text and the theme of all his gracious min- 
istry. Jesus was very precious to him; and his ser- 
mons were very precious to the people. Oh, for an- 
other like him! : 

Is Peter the man with the keys? Very well, here 
he throws them into our hands, and every door is 
wide open. That was an interesting little episode, 
at old Clarendon Street, Boston. “Right here in this 
study,” said assistant pastor McElwin to the writer, 
“Dr. Gordon was sitting one day when O. P. Gifford 
called out from below, his hand on the doorlatch, 
“I want to come in!” Said Dr. Gordon, throwing up 
the window and tossing down the keys, “Come right 
in, then; what’s to hinder?” It became one of Gif- 
ford’s illustrations of the freedom of the Kingdom. 
The way is open: Come right on in!

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Opening the “Gate of Jéhovah’ 


After Sin shut it, and threw away the key!

The speaker is Christ. For, although the words 
quoted are a part of the One Hundred and Eight- 
eenth Psalm, and written a full thousand years be- 
fore the Incarnation, the New Testament proves 
that the One Hundred and Eighteenth Psalm is 
Messianic, and that Christ is the heart of it. 

Let the reader examine Matthew 21: 42. Mark 12: 
10, 11; Luke 20:17; Acts 4:11; Ephesians 2: 20, and 
1 Peter 2:7, and observe how unmistakably our Lord 
is identified as 


“The stone which the builders rejected,” 
and which 


“Is become the head of the corner.” 


< SHALL not die, but live.” 


Truly, 
“This is Jehovah's doing; 


It is marvelous in our eyes.” 


So much for verses 22 and 23 of our Psalm. But 
look at-the 25th and 26th verses. Here we read: 


“Save now, we beseech thee, O Jehovah: 

O Jehovah, we beseech thee, send now prosperity. 
Blessed be he that cometh in the name of Jehovah: 
We have blessed you out of the house of Jehovah.” 


What we have here is the shouting of the people 
on the day of our Lord’s entry into Jerusalem as 
“Messiah the Prince.” Their cry, “Hosanna!” means, 
being interpreted, “Save now!” or, “Send now pros- 
perity!” (Compare Matt. 21: 1-11; Mark 11: 1-10; 
Luke 19: 29-38.) 

It is beautiful to go through the Psalm with this 
key in our hand. It becomes luminous. Martin 
Luther wrote on his study wall: “The One Hundred 
and Eighteenth Psalm is my Psalm, which I love. 
Without it, neither emperor nor king, though wise 
and prudent, nor saints, could have helped me.” 

This Psalm was a part of the “Great Hallel,” sung 
by the Jews in conneétion with the Passover, and very 
likely it was this hymn that our Lord and his dis- 
ciples sang on the night of the Last Supper. As 
it is written, “And when they had sung an hymn, 
they went out to the Mount of Olives.” 


Singing on the Way to the Cross! 


He was on his way to the Cross, and already in 
its shadow. And yet, as he went, he sang: 


“T shall not die, but live, 

And declare the works of Jehovah... 

This is the day which Jehovah hath made; 

We will rejoice and be glad in it” (vs. 17, 24). 


He was on his way to death, and yet he sang: 


“Tehovah hath chastened me sore; 
But he hath not given me over unto death” 


So great was “the joy that was set before him,” 
that he thought of death only as a way into the 
presence of God, for himself and his redeemed ones. 
Therefore he sang: 


“Open to me the gates of righteousness: 
I will enter into them, I will give thanks unto Jehovah.” 


As to the Cross, just ahead,— 


“This is the gate of Jehovah; 
The righteous shall enter into it’? (vs. 18-20). 


“T shall not die, but live!” There was the death, 
and it was very real death, but it was “swallowed up 
of life.” It was the “gate of Jehovah,” through 
which he was “leading many sons unto glory.” Little 
wonder that he sang! What joy, thus to do his 
Father’s will, “by the which will we are sanctified!” 

But what if he should not rise from the dead? 
What if he did-not rise? Suppose he had not risen,— 
what then? 

This problem is worked out to a demonstration 
in the greatest of resurrection chapters, the Fifteenth 
of First Corinthians. 

Now, if Christ is preached that he hath been 
raised from the dead, how say some among you that 
there is no resurrection of the dead? But if there 
is no resurrection of the dead, neither hath Christ 
been raised: and if Christ hath not been raised, 
then is our preaching vain, your faith also is vain. 
Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God; be- 
cause we witnessed of God that he raised up Christ: 
whortr he raised not up, if so be that the dead are 
not raised. For if the dead are not raised, neither 
hath Christ been raised: and if Christ hath not been 
raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 
Then they also that are fallen asleep in Christ have 
perished. If we have only hoped in Christ in this 
life, we are of all men most pitiable” (vs. 12-19). 


———---—

“And Samson ... arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gate of the city... and went away 
with them, bar and all, and put them upon his 
shoulders, and carried them up to the top of an 
hill.” Did not our Lord, in a strikingly similar 
way, put his mighty shoulders under a Satan-shut, 
sin-barred gate, and bear it out of the way up 
another hilltop? What does it mean to us that 
this gate has been so wonderfully opened? 








That is to say: 


First. If there is no such thing as a resurrection 
of the dead, then Christ has not been raised. He 
is still dead. This is self-evident. It needs no argu- 
ment, and admits of none. 


Second. if Christ has not been raised, then is 
preaching a vain and empty thing. Certainly. But is 
the preaching of the Gospel a vain thing? Let the 
history of Gospel preaching answer. Wherever the 
Gospel goes, there goes peace, and joy, and victory 
over sin, where before there was strife, and grief, and 
defeat. Witness the transformation of the Fiji Islands 
under the preaching of the Wesleyan mission- 
aries; the work of Paton in the New Hebrides, of 
Carey in India, of Judson in Burmah. In the eyes 
of the world, indeed, the preaching of the Gospel is 
foolishness, but in this case, as in many others, the 
foolishness of God has proved to be wiser than men, 
and the weakness of God stronger than men. 


Third. If Christ has not been raised, then is faith 
also vain. But what are the facts. Js faith in the 
crucified and risen Christ a vain thing? Let the 
millions answer’ who have tested it. Try to convince 
Jerry McAuley that his faith was vain, or Valentine 
Burke of St. Fee of Jim Goodheart of Denver, or 
Al Crawford of Philadelphia, that he has believed in 
vain! If faith is vain, how comes it that this same 
vain faith has wrought such tremendous results in 
human life? 

The simple fact is—and it is so plain that it is 
beyond dispute —that faith in the death and resur- 
rection of the Son of God as the substitutionary and 
vicarious sacrifice for sin has always been attended 
by results fairly miraculous. Thank God! our faith 
is not vain. 

Fourth. If Christ did not rise from the dead, 
then all who said he did are proved to be liars. Think 
of it. First Corinthians was written about 59 A. D., 
which was less than thirty years after the crucifixion 
of Christ. Shift the scene to any modern city or 
town, and see how it would work if some one tried 
to palm off a fake resurrection. 

Suppose, for example, we should say to some one 
n Philadelphia that a eertain man who was executed 
in the outskirts of the city thirty years ago, and who 
had predicted that he would rise from the dead after 
three days, and whose grave was guarded by the 
police after the burial,—that this man did: actually 
fulfil his promise; that he did rise from the dead; 
that he was seen first by a friend named Cephas, and 
that this Cephas was still alive to give his testi- 
mony if called upon; that the risen one was also seen 
by twelve of his friends who knew him so well that 
they could not have been the victims of mistaken 
identity; that he was also seen of more than five 
hundred persons, the majority of whom still lived 
in the vicinity of Philadelphia, and that they could 
be called upon at any time for their testimony ; — is 
it not perfectly plain that unless the story were true 
it would be impossible to induce any one to believe 
it. What we have here is scientific evidence that 
cannot be successfully contradicted. As Dr. Alex- 
ander McLaren says: 


Suppose You Had Lived in Apostolic Times 


“Suppose you yield up everything that the most 
craving and unreasonable modern skepticism can de- 
mand about the date and authorship of these tracts 
that make the New Testament, we have still left four 
letters of the Apostle Paul which nobody has ever 
denied, which the very extremest critics themselves 
accept. These four are the Epistle to the Romans, 
the First and Second to the Corinthians, and that to 
the Galatians. The dates which are assigned to these 
four letters by anybody, believer or unbeliever, bring 
them within five-and-twenty years of the alleged date 
of Christ’s resurrection. 

“What do we find in these undeniably and ad- 
mittedly genuine letters of a quarter of a century 
after the supposed fact? We find in all of them ref- 
erences to it—the distinct allegation of it. We find 
in one of them that the Apostle states it as being the 


substarice of his preaching and of his brethren’s 
preaching, that ‘Christ died and rose-again accord- 
ing to the Scriptures,’;and that he was seen by indi- 
viduals, by multitudes, by a whole five hundred, the 
greater portion of whom were living and available 
as witnesses when he wrote. And we find that side 
by side with this statement there is the reference to 
his own vision of the risen Saviour, which carries 
us up within ten years of the alleged fact. 

“So, then, by the evidence of admittedly genuine 
documents, which are dealing with the state of things 
ten years after the supposed resurrection, there was 


*a unanimous concurrence of belief on the part of 


the whole primitive church, so that even the heretics 
who said that there was no’ resurrection of the dead 
could be argued with on the ground of their belief 
in Christ’s resurrection. The whole church with one 
voice asserted it. And there were hundreds of liv- 
ing men ready to attest it. It was not a handful of 
women who fancied that they had seen him once, 
very early in dim twilight of a spring morning — 
but it was half a thousand who beheld him. He had 
been seen by them not once, but often; snot far off, 
but close at hand, not in one place, but in Galilee and 
Jerusalem; not under one set of circumstances, but at 
all hours of the day, abroad and in the house, walk- 
ing and sitting, speaking and eating, by them singly 
and in numbers. He had not been seen only by ex- 
pectants of his appearance, but by incredulous eyes 
and surprised hearts, who doubted ere they wor- 
shiped, and paused before they said ‘My Lord, and 
my God!’ They neither hoped that he would rise 
nor believed that he had risen; and the ‘world may 
be thankful that they were slow of heart to believe.” 

Mr. Spurgeon declares that if it came to a matter 
of dispute, “it would be far easier to prove that Christ 
is risen than to prove that Oliver Cromwell or George 
Washington is dead.” Gilbert West, a celebrated 
infidel, proposing to attack the doctrine of Christ’s 
resurrection, and sitting down to weigh the evidence 
and digest the whole matter, was so overcome by the 
irresistible testimony that confronted him, that he 
was converted to Christ, and wrote the “Observa- 
tions on the Resurrection of Christ” in support of 
the truth instead of against it. Paul and his fellow- 
witnesses are not convicted of perjury. 


Fifth. If Christ is not risen, then those who be- 
lieve on him are yet in their sins. But, as a matter 
of simple fact, they are not yet in their sins. They are 
“more than conquerors through him that loved” ‘them. 
They would be stupid indeed to suppose that all this 
new-found power over sin had come about through 
their believing a lie! No; they are not yet in their 
sins. 


“Of All Men Most—Happy” 


Sixth. If Christ is not risen, then those who have 
died in him have perished. But we have his own 
word for it that they should never perish, and that 
he would raise them up at the last day. We may 
trust him. They have not perished. 


Seventh. If Christ is not risen, then we have only 
hoped in him in this life, and we are of all, men most 
pitiable. The Old Version reads, “If in this life 
only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable.” But how does it come that as a mat- 
ter of fact we are of all men most happy? Christians 
have found the secret ofsatisfaction, and their cup run- 
neth over. They certainly are not “of all men most 
pitiable,” or “miserable.” 

Well, then, since Christians are not of all men 
most miserable; since believers in Christ, though they 
die, yet shall live; since God’s born-again ones are 
not “yet in their sins”; since those who preach the 
resurrection of Christ are not false witnesses; since 
faith in the risen Son of God is not vain; since the 
preaching of the truth is not vain; therefore, there 
is such a thing as a resurrection from the dead, and 
Christ is risen! 


This is the great fundamental truth of Christian- 
ity, and without it there is no Christianity. We may 
well thank God that is is settled beyond peradven- 
ture that 


“Jesus lives! no longer now 

Can thy terrors, Death, appall us; 
Jesus lives! by this we know 

Thou, O Grave, canst not enthrall us. 


“Jesus lives! for us he died; 
Then, alone to Jesus living, 
Puce in heart may we abide, 
Glory to our Saviour giving. 


“Jesus lives! our hearts know well 
Nought from us his love shall sever; 

Life, nor death, nor powers of hell 
Tear us from his keeping ever.”

Getting Started in Class 
6 FRIEND of mine was killed,” says a writer 
Ae “Sunday.at Home.” “His sister in Edin- 
burgh, a beautiful girl in body and mind, 
dreamed three days afterwards that she went to her 
brother, and found him in a big mess-room with 
his companions. She said, ‘I thought you were dead! 
and at that he flung back his head and replied, ‘Dead? 
No, we are only waiting for new uniforms — we are 
going to parade before the King’” 

Now there is a blessed truth in that incident; and 
there is also in it a point that is not true. See if the 
class can discover both the true and the false; say 
that before the lesson is over this will be made clear. 


Our Background Material 

Why did the Jews, before New Testament times, 
observe the Sabbath or the seventh day of the week, 
our Saturday, as their weekly holy day, while the 
Christians of the New Testament and ever since 
observe the first day of the week, our Sunday, as 
their weekly holy day? Let-the class discuss this. 
The answer is simple as to the Old Testament Jews. 
They observed the seventh or Sabbath day because 
it was commanded in the law; and this command- 
ment was based on God’s own sanctifying of the 
seventh day after the six creative or restorative days 
of the first chapters of Genesis. 

When Christ came, he fulfilled the whole law, and 
by his substitutionary sacrifice, taking into himself 
the death-penalty for all mankind’s breaking of the 
law, he set all men free from the legal obligations of 
the age or dispensation of law as the way of life. 
Those who accept this sacrifice for themselves, be- 
lieving on him as their Saviour, are saved apart from 
the law. Read carefully the second chapter of Col- 
ossians as a great New Testament message of Chris- 
tian liberty. Christians are shown there that they are 
under no legal obligation as to certain details, includ- 
ing “ a sabbath day” (Col. 2:16). The principle of a 
day of rest once in seven in plainly ordained of God 
for the whole human race; and the Christians came 
naturally to look upon the Resurrection day, or the 
first day of the week, as “the Lord’s Day,” which they 
observe in joy and gladness and freedom as unto 
the Lord. : 


The Lesson Itself 

The references, except as otherwise noted, are to les- 

son-articles in this issue. Bold-face figures at the end 

of certain pasagraphe in those articles will help in 
quickly locating the references. 

It was “late on the sabbath day” (Matt. 28:1),— 
late in the closing moments of the Old Testament 
dispensation of law; and “it began to. dawn toward 
the first day of the week,”—toward the first day, 
the Lord’s day, of the glorious new dispensation of 
grace, as the two Marys were about to see for them- 
selves the glory of the resurrection and of the. risen 
Lord, their Saviour and Life. 

But these women disciples, like all the rest of the 
disciples, did not know this. Their purpose in going 
was only to “see the sepulchre” (v. 1), the place 
of the > 5 and they hoped that in some way they 
might be permitted to minister lovingly to the dead 
body of their friend. They expected to see the 
sepulchre — filled. They never dreamed of seeing. 
the sepulchre—empty! And just that is the great 
and eternal difference between the Christian religion 
and all other religions: ours is the only religion of an 
empty grave. What proved that the women who went 
to the tomb never expected to see Jesus again in this 
life is shown by Dr. Griffith Thomas (I, 1). 

But something had happened. Some nine months 
before his death Jesus had said a remarkable thing 
to Peter. Peter had just made the great confession 
of the deity of Christ. Christ had replied, “upon 
this rock I will build my church; and the gates of 
Hades shall not prevail against it” (Matt. 16: 18.) The 
“rock” referred to by Christ was Himself, as Peter 
later tells us (1 Peter 2:4-9). Christ’s church is 
built upon this rock foundation of Himself; and 
Christ’s church is also his own body, of which he is 
the head (Col. 1: 18, 24; Eph. 5:23). Of this church, 
his own body, Christ says that the gates of Hades, 
or of the place of the dead, shall not prevail against 
it. What did he mean? 

Most people thoughtlessly suppose that he meant 
merely that the attacks made by Satan against the 
church of Christ shall not prevail. But a gate is not 


used for attacking purposes; a gate is used to keep. 


people in or out of a place. 
. Now Jesus, when he was crucified and dead, went 
into Hades, the place of the dead, and the gates of

Hades closed over him, just as completely as over 
any other dead man in all history. But the gates of 
Hades could not prevail, or continue closed, against 
Christ the head of the church. God’s great earth- 
quake (Matt. 28:2) burst open those gates as easily 
as a little child would push open the gates of a paper 
house. And the gates of Hades, behind which be- 
lievers also go at death, shill not prevail against 
them, who are the church, when at Christ’s coming 
there comes the heavenly earthquake that will burst 
open the gates of death for the physical, human bodies 
of every Tost and least member of the great mystical 
body of Christ. Then all will be given their resurrec- 
tion bodies, even as Christ was given his. 

In this connection, study Mr. Pettingill’s article 
“Opening the ‘Gate of Jehovah’”; and the editorial 
note on the first page of this issue. 

But it was not merely an empty grave that the angel 
wanted the wondering women to see. There was 
more than emptiness there, there was evidence there 
of a supernatural resurrection of the dead body. 
What this was, which many people miss, is brought 
out clearly by Mr. Ridgway (1). 

There. are three great meanings of the resurrec- 
tion in relation to Christ; and.four great meanings in 
relation to the believer. These are clearly brought 
out by Dr. Griffith Thomas in his Sections III and 
IV, on the Graded Topics and the Heart of the Les- 
son. Note, as Dr. Thomas shows, that Christ after 
the Resurrection is never said to have raised himself, 
but always God is said to have raised him; and why 
this is so. 

That the coming literal resurrection of our physi- 
cal bodies, of which Christ’s own physical resurrec- 
tion was the firstfruits, is foretold by the present 
“resurrection life,” or “newness of life’ (Rom. 6), 
or Victorious Life provided for us now and here 
by and in our risen Lord, runs through the whole 
message of the New Testament. See the message of 
the leading editorial in this issue, “The Master is 
Here.” The report of the Victorious Life Confer- 
ences of this spring, on page 186; makes a rare human- 
life sidelight on this Easter lesson. 

Now for that incident that was given in the first 
paragraph of this Pilot. It is blessedly true that 
those who have died believers in Christ are indeed 
“only waiting for new uniforms,” those new uni- 
forms to be their resurrection bodies. But it is not 
true or Scriptural to say that they are not “dead.” 
The Bible nowhere avoids or denies the fact of death. 
It never tones down death; or looks upon it as any- 
thing but a gruesome enemy. This is made plainer 
in the article on pages 184 and 191, “Common. Mis- 
takes About Death and the Resurrection,” and the 
impressive -Lesson Cartoon strikingly illustrates it. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


In the resurrection the Father and the Son com- 
pleted Christ’s redemptive salvation work. Unless 
Jesus’ body had been raised from the dead, his salva- 
tion work would have been a failure, and he would 
have been no Saviour. Many Christian people are 
not clear on this. They say, in all sincerity, that 
while they believe in the resurrection of the body, 
they do not see any particular necessity for it. They 





say it makes no difference to them whether they ever 
have their te me bodies again after death, as they 
are going to live spiritually forever with the Lord. 

But the body is just as much a part of man as his 
spirit. The death of the body is one of the results of 
man’s sin, and is one of the works of the devil (Heb. 
8a), Christ came to destroy the works of the 
devil (1 o 3:8). Unless, therefore, Christ could 
raise the body from the dead, he would be unable to 
do that which he attempted to do, and for all eternity 
Satan would be triumphant over Christ. Praise God, 
this is not so. Christ saves to the uttermost (Heb. 
7:25), and the resurrection proves it. Our bedies, 
minds, and spirits are saved and safe because we have 
a risen Saviour. 


Teaching Points . 


Though the text does not specifically say so, there 
is no reason for supposing that an angel rolled away 
the stone in order to let Christ out. The risen Lord 
who passed through closed doors (John 20: 26) had 
doubtless passed out of the tomb while it was closed 
and sealed and guarded. The stone was rolled away, 
not in order to let Christ out, but in order to let 
Christ’s disciples in. 

There is a clear argument for the fact that the re- 
moval of Jesus’ body must have been supernatural 
(Dr. Griffith Thomas, I, 1). 


Questions for Study and Discussion 

Did the disciples, both women and men, after the 
crucifixion expect Jesus to rise from the dead? Had 
they forgotten his prophecy of this? Or, remember- 
ing it, had they abandoned it as impossible? ( See 
Dr. Griffith Thomas, I, 2.) 

May we believe that the appearance of the angel 
won any of “the watchers” to belief in Jesus as 
Saviour (v. 4)?

THE PrincipLeE oF Depuction.—The process 
of reasoning down from an accepted- truth to 
its applications and implications. 








HERE is what might be called the logic of the 

resurrection. That is, the doctrine is not only a 
fundamental one in Christian theology, but there are 
certain conclusions that follow logically from the 
acceptance of this truth. The major premise of the 
preaching of the apostles was “Jesus and the res- 
urrection,” and upon this they built a logic of the 
resurrection which Paul elaborates in the fifteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians in the negative form. 
Assuming that there is no resurrection, it would fol- 
low that Christ is not risen; which means not only 
that the apostolic testimony is false but that the 
faith created by that testimony is vain, and all men 
are still in their sins, and all who have fallen asleep 
in Christ have perished. 

These conclusions, however, only serve to make 
us examine our supposed premise in the light of the 
overwhelming testimony, some of which Paul has 
already outlined in the same chapter, and which led 
the famous teacher, Arnold of Rugby, to say that 
the resurrection of Jesus was the best attested fact 
in human history. 

Let us then start from the true premise, that Christ 
is risen from the dead. On the strength of this we 
are assured that He was what he claimed to be— 
the Son of God (Rom. 1:4). The resurrection of our 
Lord implies another fact that too often is not real 
to us: He-is alive somewhere to-day. Again, since 
this is true it naturally follows that He -will either 
remain away forever or one day return. Apart from 
revelation entirely one could readily think of many 
reasons why He should return; but Scripture leaves 
us in no more uncertainty on the blessed hope of 
His coming than on the blessed fact of His resur- 
rection. And based upon this fact is another as- 
surance, the only assurance of immortality, despite 
the dream of poet and philosopher—“Even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him.”

I. The Lesson’s Main Message 

The Empty Tomb. Early on the morning of the 
first day of the week the two women came for the 
purpose of paying the last respects of love to the 
dead body of their Master and Friend. The fact 
that they brought spices to prepare the body for 
permanent burial shows that they never expected to 
see him again. But an earthquake had happened be- 
fore they reached the tomb, and an angel had rolled 


|: CHRISTIANITY does not rest on the resur- 


back the circular stone which filled the opening of: 


the tomb in the cave. This had been sealed to pre- 
vent theft of the body, and the Roman guard was 
an additional precaution. The fact that the tomb 
was empty was then, as it is now, one of the sim- 
lest and yet strongest proofs of the resurrection. 
The original opponents of Christ were compelled to 
ask, what opponents still have to face: What became 
of the body? It must have been taken out by human 
hands or else raised by supernatural power. If the 
friends had desired to do it, they would not have 
been able to break the seal and to overcome the 
guard. If the foes had wished to do it, they could 
have accomplished it, but were not likely to do what 
was most calculated to spread the report of the 
resurrection (vs. 11-15). And so the only other 
alternative is that the body was raised by super- 
human power. (1) 

The Angel’s Message. The women were soom re- 
assured and told what had happened (vs. 5, 6). 
They were reminded of Christ’s own words about 
his resurrection, which, curiously, none of his dis- 
ciples seemed to have remembered (Matt. 16:21; 
20:19). The women were at once to go and tell 
his disciples what had happened and that Christ 
would see them in Galilee (v. 7). (2) 

The Clear Evidence. When they eft the tomb, 
with mingled feelings of fear and joy, to bring word 
to the disciples, they were met by Christ himself, 
and another assurance was given against fear and 
a fresh command to tell what had taken place. We 
know that the disciples were not ready to believe 
this story, and this unbelief shows that the resur- 
rection came as a remarkable surprise to the fol- 
lowers of Christ, changing their despair into glad- 
ness and satisfaction. This sudden transformation 
of the disciples is one of the most impressive proofs 
of the actual resurrection. Thus the evidence is two- 
fold, so far as these verses are concerned: (1) the 
empty tomb; (2) the unbelief of the disciples. 
Neither of these is capable of any other explanation 
than that of the truth of the resurrection. There 
are other evidences found elsewhere, especially the 
fact of the Christian community which we call the 
Church, which now is admitted to have started as 
the outcome of a belief in the resurrection; and also 
the evidence of a clear, strong thinker like the 
Apostle Paul, who used the resurrection as the foun- 
dation of all his teaching (1 Cor. 15). 

Thus we see how the resurrection of Christ fol- 
lows naturally the lesson of last Sunday, for 
through the resurrection Christ was proved to be the 
Saviour of the world.

Ill. The Graded Topics 


1. The Intermediate Topic: The Living Christ. It 
is very striking to notice the way in which the New 
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Testament places the living Christ as the center of 
everything. Notwithstanding the importance of his 
earthly life and even of his death, it is the present 
life of Christ which is the heart of the Gospel: We 
see this in the way in which it is taught by the Apos- 
tle, for he not only speaks of Christ who died, but 
adds, “yea rather, that was raised from the dead” 
(Rom. B: 34). This is the true perspective, which we 
must strongly emphasize to-day. 

It is a well-known story, but wérth constant repe- 
tition, that Dr. R. W. Dale, of Birmingham, England, 
when in the middle of writing a sermon for Easter 
suddenly realized as never before the thought of 
the risen Lord. In speaking of his own experience 
he said he was conscious that “Christ is alive,” and 
he got up and walked about repeating, “Christ is 
living.” Notwithstanding the fact that he had been 
in the ministry so long, the truth seemed scarcely pos- 
sible, and it was like an entirely new revelation. 
Those who know his books best are certain that from 
this time forward Dr. Dale’s writings and, sermons 
were entirely different. This is the great truth of 
the New Testament: “After Easter, always Easter.” 

There are three outstanding spiritual realities that 
come to us in and through the living Christ: (1) 
peace; (2) purity; (3) power. These three received 
and realized in the presence of Christ as continually 
living will bring unspeakable joy to the soul. 


2. Senior and Adult’ Topic: The Meaning of 
Christ’s Resurrection. There is much about the res- 
urrection in the New Testament, because it touches 
the Gospel and the Christian life at every point. But 
for the moment it will be necessary to concentrate on 
what may be called the evidential value of the res- 
urrection. What did it mean at the time, and what 
does it mean now, in the face of opposition to Chris- 
tianity? 

(1) The resurrection is the vindication of Christ’s 
personal character. His word was at stake, for he 
had announced that he would rise, and it is impos- 
sible to regard him as “the Truth” if he did not ful- 
fil his word. > 


(2) It is the proof of God’s acceptance of his 
atoning work. Except for the resurrection it would 
have been quite unknown that his death was not other 
than an ordinary death, but through the resurrection 
God announced to the whole-world what he thought 
of Christ, and what he knew the death really meant. 
This is the reason why in every place after the res- 
urrection that great event is never once attributed 
to Christ, but only to God himself (Acts 2:32 3: 
15). : 

(3) It is the occasion of Christ’s exaltation. By 
the resurrection his position of authority was dem- 
onstrated and also his possession of power for human 
salvation (Rom. 1:4, 16). This is how we meet the 
opponents of Christianity who want to know why we 
cling so resolutely to the resurrection. 


IV. The Heart of the Lesson 
The resurrection is also valuable from the spiritual 


- point of view for disciples, as well as evidentially 


for the non-Christian, and the follower of Christ will 
rejoice to see in it the following elements of his as- 
surance as a believer: 


1, The Proof of Salvation. By the resurrection 
the believer knows that Christ’s death was redemp- 
tive and is the absolute foundation of eternal life 
(1 Cor. 15: 1-4). 


2. The Pattern. of Life. The resurrection is in- 
tended as the model of our Christian life, for Paul 
speaks of Christ having been raised fromi the dead 
as the example for us to “walk in newness of life” 
(Rom. 6:4). Because he lives, we are to reckon 
ourselves as “alive unto God” (Rom. 6:11). 


3. The Power of Holiness. It is one of the most 
striking, even astonishing, truths which we find it 
so hard:to believe, that the very same power that God 
exercised in raising Christ from the dead is bestowed 
on us to enable us to be holy and to live unto God 
(Eph. 1:19, 20; 2:1, 5, 6) 

4. The Pledge of Our Resurrection. As we look for- 
ward to the future, we are assured of resurrection, 
because of what Christ himself has done. His resur- 
rection is the guarantee of ours (1 Cor. 15: 44; 1 
Thess. 4:14).

This General Man- 
ager of that department which does for folks the 
things.they cannot do for themselves. Ever since I 
joined church and_ got in right with the President 
the Rolling Stone Department has been working for 
me. I have never called upon the Department in 
vain. The Angel and his crew have always been on 
the job. When I sound my-S. O. S. there they are 
over on the Star-board with their help! For over 
twenty-five years the Lord has been working through 
me in the Rock Run Mission. It used to be the tough 
part of Coatesville. When my people get religion 
and prosper they move down to town into better 
houses.

What They Saw.—He is not here; for he is risen 
... Come, see the place (v. 6). Why did the angel 
ask them to “Come, see the place”? When I climb 
the long stairs to Editor Trumbull’s sanctum the 
“Angel” that meets me at the top simply says, “Mr. 
Ridgway, he is not here.” I do not say, “Miss 
Stenie, I’m from Missouri, show me!” I simply say,

But the Bible never makes little’ of 
death; it never minimizes death, and it 
never beautifies it. Death is the wages 
of sin (Rom. 6:23). Death is the work 
of Satan (Heb. 2:14). A dead body 
was, under the Old Testament law, a 
defiling thing (Num. 5:2; 19:18). It 
is not a strange, nor an unreasonable, 
nor an unnatural thing that every human 
being should fear and dread death. 
Death is a terrible, hideous, repulsive, 
loathsome thing. It is absolutely con- 
trary to God!s original plan and purpose 
for man. It is the enemy of man and 
of God. And, as Mr. Pace’s graphic 
Lesson Cartoon on this page shows, it 
is the last enemy that shall be destroyed 
(1 Cor. 15:26). The glory of our Gospel 
is that we are now delivered, by the 
death and the resurrection of Christ, 
from the fear of death; but that fact 
does not in any way change the char- 
acter of death itself. Death is not a 
“kind nurse”; it is an unkind enemy, 
over whom, thanks be unto God, we are 
given the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ (1 Cor. 15:57). 


“He is risen from the dead” (v. 7). A gifted 
artist, unjustly consigned to prison, had with 
him paints and brushes but no canvas, or 
anything to work on. One day a little girl 
came by his cell and looked through the 
grating, so be begged her for a handker- 
chief, and told her to come back in a few 
days and he would return it to her. She 





gave him her handkerchief, and he painted 
on it a beautiful picture, and then gave it 
back to her. Jesus Christ borrowed a human 
grave, occupied it for three days, and then 
gave it back to us. Not as he received it, 
however, but invested with light and beauty 
which can never fade away. 


But God in the Bible never speaks 
about the grave as having any light or 
beauty. The grave is the place of death. 
The grave is the resylt of the work of 
sin and Satan. God never makes Satan’s 
work beautiful. God takes that which 
was originally His owm work, the human 
body, and after Satan has done his utter- 
most te disfigure that work of God and 
to destroy it, then God more than re- 
stores His own work to its original 
beauty. The resurrection beautifies, not 
the grave, but the body of the Chris- 
tian believer. The “exquisite accuracy” 
of the Holy Spirit in writing the Bible 
has often been noted; let us seek to 
be wholly accura::, so far as we can 
be, in dealing with the truths made so 
plain in God’s Word. 


“He is not here; for he is risen” (v. 6). Dr. 
——, when conducting a little girl’s funeral, 
exclaimed, “This cemetery is the emptiest 
place. in Birmingham.” A cemetery is an 
empty place—there is nobody there. . The 
people we speak of as dead are much more 
alive than the people we speak of as living. 


This is a minimizing of death, which 
is not what the Bible does; and an illus-

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tration of this sort tends to dull our 
realization of death’s reality. A ceme- 


tery is not an empty place. A part of. 


God’s own workmanship is there, — the 
bodies of the dead, a most precious part 
of our loved ones. It is true indeed that 
the spirits of those who are “asleep in 
Jesus” are gloriously alive; but their 
bodies are not. At and after Christ’s 
coming the cemetery is going to be an 
empty place,—so far as the bodies of 
believers are concerned. Until then, let 
us not gloss over or deny the facts as 
God has shown them to us. 

Another point in connection with this 
illustration is the fact that it does not 
apply to the Scripture quoted. The grave 
of our Lord was indeed empty; his 
body was gone, for he was risen. We 
await his coming, however, for the 

raves of our loved dead to become as 

is grave was that Easter morning. 
Christ had risen; the dead have not yet 
risen. 

Mr. Henry Attwell recorded in the Spectator 
this beautiful thought of a little four-year- 
old girl. She was walking one day with 
her father through the village cemetcry when 
she pointed to the graves and asked won- 
deringly: ““What are these for?” “They be- 
long to the people who have gone to heaven,” 
her father made answer. “To the angels?” 
“Yes. “Then,” she remarked thoughtfully, 
“these are where they have left their 
clothes.” 

But our physical bodies are not our 
clothes; they are as vital a part of our 


.eternal beings as our spirits. God created 


man not as a ghost or a spirit, but as 
bogy, soul, ol spirit. The Bible no- 
where speaks of our bodies as an un- 
essential part of us, to be cast off at 
death as unnecessary. The separation 
of the body and the spirit is, as has 
already been said, the result of sin and 
the work of Satan. That is why the body 
and the spirit of the believer must be 
reunited if Christ’s salvation is a_perfect 
salvation, and if Christ indeed destroys 
the works of the devil. Let us never 
forget that our bodies are not our 
clothes, but ourselves; and Christ is able 
to save ourselves to the uttermost (Heb. 
7:25). 

“O death, where is thy victory?” (1 Cor. 
15:55.) There was a boy in a Paris street 
who. lost eight thousand dollars’ worth of 
radium. He had it in his pocket, but. some- 
how that boy’s coat was not radium-proof, 
and it burned a hole right through and dis- 
appeared. Thank God that this body of ours 
is not soul-proof. The immortal is going to 
move through these prison bars when death 
comes, and go to it rightful place. 

Our God-created, God-given bodies are 
not prison bars. They are one of the 
glorious and essential parts of our be- 
ing. True, they are affected by sin, cor- 
rupted by sin. They are in “the bond- 
age of corruption” (Rom. 8:21). But 
the Bible never suggests that the be- 
liever should desire to be free from his 
body. The longing of the Spirit-filled 
believer is for his “adoption, to wit, the 
redemption of our body” (Rom. 8: 23). 
This is a very different thing; and it 
is to be ours at the coming of our 
riser. Lord Jesus, when -he transforms 
our corruptible bodies into resurrection 
bodies of the same glory and beauty and 
power as that which he has himself. 

Paul’s “desire to depart and be with 
Christ; for it is very far better” (Phil. 
I: 23), was not a desire to get rid of his 
body, but a desire for full fellowship 
with his Lord. That same Paul longed 
also to “attain unto the resurrection 
from the dead” (Phil 3:11).

My Class of Girls

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


1. A brief review of the evidences of 
life in the risen Lord. 

2. The characteristics of that life in 
the living Christ. 














|- THIS is your first opportunity to 
establish in the minds of your girls a 
definite knowledge of the events of the 
resurrection you may-want to give this 
lesson to the foundation work; but if 
you can count upon such knowledge 
focus attention to-day on the evidences 
of real life in the resurrected Saviour, 


‘and then on the special character of that 


new life. Let our deepest purpose be 
to establish for our girls a keen realiza- 
tion of our living Christ—as warm, 
tender, true and strong to-day as when 
he “went about doing good” in those 
busy days before his crucifixion — re- 
membering he is “the same yesterday, to- 
day, and for ever.” 


1. Let us seek our evidence along 
three lines: life of body, mind, and spirit. 
A careful reading of Matthew 28, Luke 
24, and John 20 and 21 reveals that he 
walked, ate, talked, spoke of his own 
flesh and bones, invited Thomas’ proof- 
making touch, showed the actual scars 
in his hands and side. His physical ap- 
pearance was true to his old life, though as 
far beyond it in glory as blooming health 
may make radiant a face and form we 
remember as worn and wasted by dis- 
ease. And—final expression of per- 
sonality when all else may mislead — 
they knew his beloved voice when he 
spoke their old names. 

His mind was still working on their 
own plane of experience, still taking 
cognizance of old human difficulties and 
doubts. His memory of persons, names, 
places, relationships, of his pre-resur- 
rection days, is perfectly clear and ac- 
curate. He made use of the ‘Old Testa- 
ment now even as in the days of _his 
former ministry, quoting Scripture as 
conclusive answer to all questions. 

In spiritual concerns he spoke as defi- 
nitely as ever of his. relationship to his 
Father, as positively as ever of his Mes- 
siahship, of the world-wide task he was 
entrusting to his disciples, accepting their 
open worship unquestioningly. 

2. Out of such abundant proofs of 
the reality of his new life —life as we 
know and deal with it all the time — 
let us see if we can find the dominant 
characteristics. While just as real, was 
he just the same in his resurrection 
estate as before he died on Calvary’s 
cross? 

In physical matters he was not only as 
“real” as anything we know now, but 
far more so; his body was far beyond 
ours in their present state in service 
to him, and never a drag on his spirit. 
True, he walked with two of his old, 
friends down a country road on a Sab- 
bath afternoon, but he also vanished out 
of their sight at his own will, appeared 
within barred doors, covered space in 
an.instant of time. He ate in the dis- 
ciples’ sight, to prove his reality to 
them, but he no more hungered, or 
wearied for regular sleep. He built a 
driftwood fire on the lake shore at dawn, 
and broiled fish for their breakfast, but 
he needed not to break his fast.
